Getting Unwieldy. 


Tha Hou98 of Representatives is oom> 


posed of 330 members and if Idaho and 
Wyoming are admitted in time the next 
House will comprise 335 members under 
the present "apportionment. A Washing- 
ton correspondent gays there is a mo Ye- 
meni on foot for an apportionment as soon 
83 the fignres from the new osnsas are 
obtained, but it will be necessary (or a 
special session of Congress to carry out 
this plan in order that the redietricting ma; 
be done by the Legislatures of twenty-five 
States which meet in January, 1891. If 
tbe bill is passed as late as March 1,1891, 
the Legislatures of more than thirty States 
would have to be called in special session 
in order to comply with the provisions of 
tbe act before the Presidential election in 
18tU. It is generally conceded ou both 
sides that the House of Representatives is 
now too largs for convenience and that its 
membership ought to be tut down to 250 
or 275 members at the most. The electoral 
college on the basis of 315 members would 
be 403 and the successful candidate for 
President would have to have at least 23! 
rotes. A reapportioDi&ect would be of ad 
vantage to the Republicans because the 
greatest increase of population has bean in 
the northern and northwestern States, 
which are pretty cerla.n to go Republican, 
while the population of the southern and 
solidly Democratic States has almost re- 
mained ututionary. The matter has not 
yet been brought to the attention of the 
President, bat it is believed he would call 
a special session of Congress for the pur- 
pose of passing a reapportionmont bill pro- 
vided it was the desire of the loaders of his 
party. 


An Indian Industry Killed. 


There will have to be imitation savages 


in the circuses this Summer, as tbe Secre- 
tary of the Interior has decided that no 
more Indians shall be allowed to leave the 
agencies for this parposajbecanse ofthe de- 
moralising effects upon them. Represent- 
atives of the various circus companies pro- 
test against this order, and they have ap- 
pealed to the President who, however, sus- 
t-uns Secretary Noblo. They explained to 
thj President that they had already adver- 
tised their attraction? for the coming year, 
and had gone to great expense in punting 
show bills and circulate in which they offer 
as an attraction to the public, scenes in 
savage life, and that they will be put to a 
great loss unless they are allowed to carry 
out their plans. Tbe President listened to 
them patiently, but would not yield, and 
they will have to rind the best possible sub- 
stitute. As soon as the Indians who ar« 
now with Buffalo Bill in Europe return to 
this country, they will be ordered back to 
their agencies and will be required to stay 
there. 


The Bond to Japan. 


A. B. Coleman, of San Francisco, says 


that the people out that way anticipate 
some high old rate cutting in the trans- 
pacific business before this cruel war is 
over. A contract was finally signed last 
week between the Japan and Union Pacific 
railroad companies for a line of monthly 
steamers from Portland, Ore., to Yokohama 
and Hong-Kong, It is thought that thig 
deal will hasten the Northern Pacific to 
start a line from Tacoma and Santa Fe and 
one fro33 San Diego. Tha trade, accord- 
ing to Mr. Coleman, will not be increased 
but the rates are bound to be cut. 
The 


Union Pacific's object in desiring such 
traffic connections as this is ta receive a 
better proportion of the tea and flour ship- 
ments from Japan and China.

THE LOUISVILLE CKCLONEi 


HUNDBEDS OP LIVES LOST, AND 


2,500 HOUSES DE- 


MOLISHED. 


The Loss in Property Estimated at 


a Million 
Dol- 


lars. 


Incidents of the Louisville Cyclone. 


Special to tbe JOOBHAL. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 28.—Shortly 


after 9 o'clock last night a tornado swept 
over this city, wrecking two or three thou- 
sand houses acd billing at It att six hundred 
people. 


The tornado entered tbe southeastern 


portion of the city at Eighteenth street, 
and swept a path fire blocks wide diago- 
nally, reaching in a ragged lina to Seventh 
street, levelling every building in its path, 
probably 2,500 houses. A rough estimate 
puts the killed at 500, with thousands of 
injured. 


The city is filled with a crazed mass of 


people, wildly seeking their friends. 
A 


large force of men are ut work on the 
rums, and 100 bodies have been recovered. 


All buildings on Main street, from E'ghth 


to Fourteenth, are in rums, not one of the 
handsome wholesale houses aro left, and 
all the tobacco warehouses are swept away. 
On Market street Fall's City Hall, a foor- 
•tory building, was blown, down.Jwhile 
several Masonic and Knights of Honor 
Lodges were ia session, and 100 men and 
women were buried in the ruins. 


Many buildings, after falling, caught fire, 


and tho inmates were burned. 


All streets are blockaded with the debris 


of tho fallen buildings, or by telegraph and 
electric light wires. 


Thirty-five persons, mostly women and 


children, have been taken from the ruins 
of Fall's City Hall. 


Every building, tree and telegraph pole 


in the district Btrnok wan leveled. The 
cyclone was predicted by the Signal Serv- 
ice Thursday afternoon, bnt no beed was 
paid to the warning. 


The cyclone came with scarce a warning 


aonnd, and in all the buildings struck the 
inhabitants were engaged in their usual 
vocations. The district laid wnsto com- 
prises an area three miles long and nearly 
half a mile wide. 


As tlia night closed in, with the band of 


rescuers still oontinaing work, they seemed 
to work more silently, though no less ardu- 
ously. The advantages of light and Us fear- 
dispelling qualities are denied them, for 
all the electric wires wore torn down by the 
storm. It grows so dark in the shadows of 
the crumbling walls that every object with 
a semblance of a human form must be 
grasped to prove it flesh or stone. 


People are still learning of missing mem- 


bers, Their families and mothers and 
f athere'stand wildly gazing on tho, mine and 
crying on tho Almighty to deliver thorn at 
least their doad. 


The streets are thronged wilb multitudes 


of sorrowing people, and there are at least 
on hundred families homeless in the streets 
that were happy yesterday in possession of 
their homes. 


One poor woman, between her stifled 


sobs, told bow that very evening her hus- 
band had paid to the Building Association 
the last dollar they owed upon their house, 
and now all that remains is a confused 
mass of brick and mortar. Thero are many 
parallel cases. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars' worth 


of goods lay last night upon the bnsmess 
streets at the mercy of thieves, it b°ing im- 
possible to find storehouse'. 


At many places there are towering walls 


of brick oscillating in tho air ready to de- 
scend at any moment. These points of 
danger are guarded by the police and a 
military company. 


At tho entrance of the various "death 


rooms" stand a breathless mob clamoring 
for admittance, but invariably refused, un- 
less it, ba to identify sorns relat on or 
friend. 


Tht> telephone wires are all down and it 


will take ten days to get them working 
again. 


The search for victims is going bteadily 


on and each hour adds largely to the al- 
ready long list. 


The Carpenter Anneor Iron Works, a 


four story Imilding, was blown down and 
some employes injured. 


The wholesale liquor establishment of 


Brown & Son fell and instantly caught fire. 
By hard work the firemen managed to con- 
trol the blaze. Buildings adjacent to it 
were considerably tarn up and 'tis quite 
positive several dead lay beneath the ruins. 
The great building occupied by S. F. pan- 
ther, tobacco house, H R.-Hoawater and 
Jas. W. Pratfer, was demolished, as was 
also the immense building occupied by the 
H. A. Thierman 
Company, 
wholesale 


liquor dealers and distillers. In nearly ol1 


the business houses wrecked some one was 
injured and there are fears that bodies will 
also be found. 


Market street this evening looks like a 


ruined villnge. For four blocks not a 
building escaped part.al cr total demoli- 
tion. In many buildings families resided 
over the stores, and in nearly every case 
there are reports of broken limbs or severe 
injuries. 


Tho storm seemed only to have swept 


Broadway from Fifteenth to Ninth streets; 
but nearly all the houses between these 
streets and on intersecting streets are 


demolished. From Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
there wore mostly small frame housei oc- 
cupied by colored families. From Six- 
teenth down to Nineteenth, however, the 
destruction was terrible. In these blocks 
the house* were larger and of much better 
quality and nearly every one of them was 
demolished. The Catholic buildings, five 
in number, were torn down and Sister Pins 
killed. 


Large corps of men have b en organized 


to work on tbe wreckage unremittingly, the 
first at'cntion being paid to Falls City 
Hall. 


The weather is very mild. 
7:30 p. it.—It is now thought that the 


deaths will number about one hundred and 
fifty. 
A large force of men hat been sent 


out to make a thorough canvass of tbe 
devastated district and report tho losses of 
life nnd property. The property loss is at 
present estimated at nearly a million dol- 
lars. The work of rescuing the mangled 
goes bravely on. At Falls City Hall a 
crowd of ten thousand people block the 
streets for squares. The bodies of the dead 
and wounded are being dragged from be- 
neath the rains all-around tho district, and 


men, 
women and children linger about, 


filled with dread and anxiety lest they 
recognize in shapeless masses the remains 
of gome relative or friend. 


Daring the excavating at Falls City Hall, 


this morning, a room where children had 
been dancing was reached. Mis. Sim ma 
was found fatally hurt, and within about 
fifteen minutes of each other, the three 
Simms children were recovered. 
They 


were unconscious acd there is only a faint 
possibility of their living. 
While the 


father, who was present, wai imploring the 
workers to get his other child, a fire broke 
out and the work was suspended. 
The 


last man takea out before the dimes started 
was John Hepden. 


George St. Oafits, who was at a meeting 


of the Knights of Honor in the lodge room 
on the top floor, says: "The first intima- 
tion of danger were two distinct rockings 
of the building, and a window blown from 
the casings. A wild insh was made for the 
ante-room. I just reached the door when 
the entire floor gave vrjy, and we were pre- 
cipitated to tho basement, blinded and 
almost suffocated by a clond of dust, and 
crushed snd jammed by the falling timbers. 
I returned over tho ruins with several men 
and extinguished the fire then begun. 
Bain was falling in torrents. 
The entire 


building collapsed in front and 'rear. Of 
the east and west side walls nothing is 
standing above the second story. There 
were nearly one hundred members at the 
meeting, fully two-thirds being ladies. 
Anothtr order was holding a meeting on 
the same floor with na. A band was re- 
hearsing on the second floor, and a party 
of decorators were at work in the large hall 
preparing fcr an entertainment. So far as 
I could judge, there were less than a dozen, 
all told, who got out unhurt. 


The inspection of the water worts this 


afternoon showed the stand pipe to be com- 
pletely wrecked. Until the repairs are 
completed no pumping can be done, and 
there is only abont enough water ia the 
reservoir to last five days. At the end of 
that time the public will have to depend on 
wells. Crashed and blackened ruins mark 
the spot where last evening stood tbe splen- 
did and large Union Depot. When the 
crash came the Louisville Southern train 
had just come in and I. & M. wore ready to 
pull out, but both were caught by the falling 
mass and crashed like shells. Abont a 
dozen people were injured, though none 
fatally.

Venetian Nights. 


The Bnfialo Courier, in speaking of the 
ew gorgeous spectacular first part of the 


Haverly-Cleveland Minstrels, says: 


To be imagined it must be seen, for boing 
ke nothing ever previously attempted, it 
annot be fittingly described. Mr. Cleve- 
and's idea was to copy the methods of the 
renetians, the pioneers in minstrel effects. 
Vith that intent, the hue of all the stage 
ettings is Italian; the end men are dressed 
s court jesters of the fourteenth century, 
ae vocalists are attired in the tights and 
urple of Venetian noblemen of that period, 
nd cute little boys seated in gondolas pass 
ack and forth in the background. 


A descriptive Venetian chorus is heard in 


he distance just before the rising of the 
iUrtaio, which discloses through heavy silk 
lnsh curtains two little boys dressed as 
[ondoliera at each side in the center. Each 
akes the center of a curtain in his hand, 
o give the appearance of raising them, 
when they are drawn np to the sides, form- 
ng a border and wings and disclosing the 
Doge (Leonaidi Donati) yoar 1606, sur- 
rounded by his courtiers, in the costly rai- 
ment of that period, a profusion of gold 
and velvet, silk and jewels, of rarest nature. 
Immediately following this courtly display 
of graudenr another set of different tinted 
draperies are formed into similar hangings, 
this time disclosing a Venetian bridge, on 
which are seated the trumpeters and mu- 
sicians of the Doge, who have been sum 
moned to the palace to lend their aid to His 
Excellency's festival. 


At tbe same moment from either side of 


:he bridge appears in motley costume, fan- 
instic, rich, and gaudy, the Boyal Jesters, 
to entertain with "eloquence unadorned, 
and wit to madness near allied." Then, in 
an instant, another curtain is drawn aside 
;o fall into pretty folds, revealing a trans- 
formation more gorgeous than the fairy 
grottoes of Elfinland, a prospective view 
of Venice, with its towering steeples, its 
mighty domes, its balmy sky, air laden 
with the sighs of orange groves. Here in 
;he foreground of the beautiful city by the 
water one may see gondolas plying to and 
fro in the placid stream, and from the tiny 
sail of the little masts may be read the 
name of each melody, as it is rendered by 
the Doge's command, white slowly passes 
;his picturesque craft, with its diminutive 
gondolier, basking i» the sun upon the 
waters, and heedless of the carnival within 
:he jeweled halls of this ancestral palace of 
Venetian beauty.
